The petition of Mrs. Julia (otherwise 
known as Sheila) Cronin, Ballygurrihy, 
Donoughmore, Co. Cork, for a divorce from 
her husband, Timothy Cronin, farmer, 
Ballyvoige, Macroom, Co. Cork, on the 
grounds of cruelty, was dismissed with costs 
against the husband, the jury ag that 
cruelty had been condoned by the wife. 

In her petition Mrs. Cronin stated that 
they had ben married at Fornaught 
Catholic Church in June, 1939. 'There was 
no issue of the marriage. She alleged that 
in July, 1939, her husband struck her, and 
that in the following December he assaulted 
her by striking her across the fave with a 
stick, injuring her and breaking her glasses. 
From July, 1939, until March, 1940, her 
husband frequently had treated her with 
great unkindness and cruelty. She left his 
house at Ballyvoige in March, 1940. 

In his reply Mr. Cronin denied; that he 
had been guilty of the acts of cruelty alleged 
against him, and pleaded condonation, which 
his wife, in turn, denied. 

Mr. Costello, K.C.; Mr. Roe, K.C., and 
Mr. Sean MacBride (instructed by Mr. 
Edward F. Neville) appeared for Mrs. 
Cronin; and Mr. J. M. Fitzgerald, K.C.; 
Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C., and Mr. W. O’B. 
Fitzgerald (instructed by Messrs. Michael 
Purcell and Son) for Mr. Cronin. 

In his summing-up to the jury Mr. Justice 
O’Byrne said that they probably would 
come to the conclusion that if the parties 
had been allowed to work out their own 
matrimonial salvation they might probably 
have got on all right. However, for a few 
weeks after the marriage there were constant 
interferences by the wife’s relatives, who, 
apparently, did not consider the respondent 
—or, at any rate, his farm—good enough 
for his wife. The husband, while in the 
main denying the wife’s allegations, admitted 
having struck her with a stick in December, 
1939. He was whitewashing the room and 
he said that his wife kept nagging about 
the presence of his niece in the house. He 
told her she ought to write it on the wall, 
and the wife immediately put the sweeping 
brush into the ashes and then daubed the 
wall with it. He admitted that he then 
struck her. However, the wife lived on in 
the house until the following March, when 
she left with her mother. Apparently, there 
had been no intention on her part-to leave 
until the unexpected arrival of her mother on 
that day.

EVIDENCE OF CARLOW 
R.M.S. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE BLACK.) 


Mr. D. L. Kelly, formerly Inspector of 
Mental Hospitals and now Resident Medical 
Superintendent Carlow Mental Hospital, gave 
evidence on the resumed hearing of the action 
in connection with architects’ fees arising 
from alterations and additions to Ennis 
District Mental Hospital. 

Mr. Jerome Considine, Clerk to the Com- 
mittee of Management of Ennis Mental 
Hospital, proved minutes of meetings of the 
Committee, and correspondence, and the 
further hearing was adjourned until next 
Tuesday. 

The action was brought by William L. 
Ryan, architect, Glentworth street, Limerick, 
against Patrick J. Sheahan, another architect, 
O’Connell street, Limerick, and Clare County 
Council, seeking a declaration as against Mr. 
Sheahan that he 1s entitled to one half of 
fees, amounting to £1,962 arising from the 
work, in relation to which, he stated, Mr. 
Sheahan and he had agreed to act as joint 
architects; and claiming £530 against the 
County Council for work done up to the time 
of the alleged agreement. 

Mr. Sheahan denied the alleged agreement, 
and says that he undertook the work only on 
condition that he should be paid the entire

| fees, and also his expenses; and the County 


Council pleaded that there was no cause of 
action against them. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C.; Mr. Moriarty, K.C., 
and Mr. Pigot (instructed by Mr. Noel P. 
Shee) appeared for Mr. Ryan; Mr. J. M. 
Fitzgerald, K.C.; Mr. Michael Binchy, K.C., 
and Mr. Liston (instructed by Messrs. P. T. 
Liston and Co.) for Mr. Sheahan; and Mr. 
Costello, K.C.; Mr. Charles 8. Campbell, 
K.C., and Mr. Danaher (instructed by Mr. P. 
K. Moloney) for the County Council. 

i Dr. Kelly, who was examined by Mr. Cos- 
tello, gave details of the proposals for the 
Ennis KMental Hospital scheme. He said that 
Mr. Ryan, after his appointment as architect 
by the committee of the hospital, had ap- 
proached him to find out how best he could 
Carry out the wishes of the committee, and 
he put the benefit of his experience at Mr. 
Ryan’s disposal. After the association of 
Mr. Ryan with Mr. Sheahan he had an in- 
terview with them and Dr. O’Mara, Resident 
Medical Superintendent of Ennis Mental Hos- 
pital, on December 18, 1935, and from that 
date he had not had any official business with 
Mr. Ryan in connection with the hospital. 
In considering the new plans, which subse- 
quently were adopted, ne had dealt with 
Mr. Sheahan. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Moriarty, he said 
that an addition which had been made to 
the hospital in 1930 was of a three-storey 
dimension. In his report of June, 1935, one 
of the complaints against Mr. Ryan’s plan 
was that it provided for three-storey new 
buildings, because all new buildings of the 
character of this hospital were two-storey 
buildings. 

Mr. Moriarty—But you passed a three- 
storeyed building in 1930?—Yes 

And are you not aware of the fact that 
Mr. Ryan was told by the committee that he 
was to keep the new buildings as far as pos- 
sible in line with the old!—I was not present 
when that was said. 

Dr. Kelly, in reply to further questions 
of Mr. Moriarty, said that the original 
scheme was a £15,000 scheme, and the scheme 
which was subsequently envisaged would 
cost probably £162,000. Portion of the new 
mental hospital at Limerick was two- 
storeyed.

Martin Morrissey (24), 2 Cambridge Villas, 


Guard Martin Doran, and fined 40s. for 
disorderly conduct outside Mills Hall, Merrion 
row, after a dance held there by the ‘“ Nit- 
Wits Club” last Saturday week. 

Hugh O’Reilly (21), student, Northbrook 
road, Ranelagh, was fined 40s. for disorderly 
conduct and £5 íor assault on the same 
occasion. 

Guard Doran said that following a com- 

plaint he requested a-number of men outside 
the dance hall who were shouting, singing 
and using obscene language to move on. 
They refused ‘and also refused to give their 
names. and addresses. Morrissey, whom he 
asked to move on, struck him in the chest. 
Witness struck Morrissey on the arm with a 
baton, and he also hit O’Reilly, who was 
coming at him from another direction. 
Morrissey then caught: him below the knees 
and knocked him to the promne coming down 
on top of him, and O'Reilly twisted the baton 
from his wrist. He got several kicks while 
on the ground. Civilians separated them, and 
another Guard caught Morrissey who was 
running away. 
Cyril Fennel said that he was secretary of 
the ‘‘ Nit-Wits Club,” which ran the dance 
that night. About 10 o’clock the doors were 
rushed by several people and he sent the 
message to the Guards. i | 

Station-Sergeant Cotter. said that when the 
air were brought to Lad Lane Station 
orrissey showed signs of drink and there 
was blood on his face. O’Reilly was normal. 
Morrissey said that he was in the Army 
until this year, when he was discharged as 
being medically unfit. On Saturday night 
he had gone from a card party, where he 
had about five bottles of stout, to Mills’ 
Hall to meet a friend. When he arrived 
people were coming out, and he was. talking 
to some friends when a Guard told him to 
move along There was an argument and 
the Guard hit witness at least six times 
across: the face. He lost a tooth and got 
a black eye. When he felt the tooth gone 
he “went íor” the Guard. 

Hugh O'Reilly said that he was outside 
with Morrissey when the row started. He 
corroborated what Morrissey hgd said passed 
between ‘the Guard and themselves.

'BUS CONDUCTOR KILLED 


The death of a D.U.T.C. 'bus conductor 
through a collision with a G.S.R. ’bus was the 
subject of an inquest by Dr. MacErlean and 
a jury yesterday at Steevens’s Hospital, 
Dublin. 

The evidence showed that Peter Dunne, 14 
Quarry road, Cabra, 43 years of age, D.U.T. 
Co.’s *bus conductor, on November 29th was 
knocked off his bicycle near Conyngham road 
and Park Gate street corner by coming into 
collision with an omnibus owned by the 
G.8.R. Co. When brought to Steevens’s 
Hospital he was found to be dead. 

James Classey, 38 Main street, Chapelizod, 
omnibus driver, said that he saw a G.S.R.
